IN THE SEVENTH 


Delivers First Speech of His Cam- 
paign in His Home Ward 


Gave Opponents Some Sharp Rapa. 
Is Opposed To Raising Tax Rate. 
Thinks Every One Should 
Be Required To Make 
Proper Returns. 
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Wins His Spectacular Campaign for Democratic 


Leadership in New Yorks=-Old Croker Guard 
Sweeps the City With Ease. 


EX-CHIEF “BILL” DEVERY, OF NEW YORK. 


After a Most Spectacular Campaign He Comes to the Front as a 
Political Power. 
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New York, September 17.—(Special.)— 
According to the returns of the most 
exciting primary election for years, it 
Was declared early this morning by 
leaders that Charles F. Murphy would 
be the next leader of Tammany Hall. 

Wiliam S. Devery won his spectacu- 
lar campaign in the tenth district by 
more than 20 votes. At midnight Chief 
Triumvir Murphy asserted that his pre- 
diction of the previous day—that the op- 
position, -the Carroll-Sheehan forces, 
would not carry more than six districts— 
had been more than fulfilled. 

Joseph Mulqueen, at Carroll headquar- 
ters, declared, however,that the new com- 
mitté would consist of ten Carroll men, 
ten Murphy men, with sixteen in~-doubt. 
Of the doubtful ones he claimed eleven 
for Carroll and conceded only six of the 
doubtful to Murphy. In other words, 
Mr. Mulqueen counted on only twenty- 
one, or two more than a majority. 

The old Croker guard, under tbe guid- 
ance of Senator Timothy D. Sullivan, 
Charlies F. Murphy and Daniel F. Mc- 
Mahon, appears to have swept at least 
thirty, if not more, of the thirty-seven 
districts, while they concede to Carroll 
not more than five votes in the new 
executive committee. 

Practically every leader who was an 
adherent of Croker, the formér Tam- 
many chief, has been returned. Percival 
EB. Nagle, August Moebus and perhaps 
others who fought with Carroll Against 
the trimuvirate and later against Rhe 
single leadership proposition, have ap- 
parently been defeated. 

Daree! E. Finn has beaten former Com- 
: of Police Michael C. Murphy 


in the first district, and though he is 
c:aimed by both Murphy and Carroll 
men, Senator Sullivan asserts he will 
stand with him, 

The Greater New York democracy cut 
a very sorry figure in today’s develop- 
ments. This organization, though it had 
been charged with having combined with 
Carroll, carried not a single district. 
Even John C. Sheehan, its chief, was 
crushed by Devery. 

So sweeping is the victory that the Sul- 
livan-Murphy people assert they have 
won that they not only claim control 
of the organization for the next year, 
but say they will have a great majority 
in the delegation to the Saratoga con- 
vention and will be able to name any 
mayoralty ticket they choose next year. 

In Brookiyn the republican machine 
was easily victorious. The fight made 
by Walter B. Atterbury against the 
leadership of Lieutenant Governor. Wood- 
ruff proved a signal failure. Atterbury 
was beaten in his district by 621. 

An unofficial table shows that the vote 
cast in the ninth district (with one dis- 
trict approximated) is: Devery 1,684; 
Goodwin 729; Sheehan 1,319. 

After Devery learned that he was elect- 
ed he organized about 2,000 men and boys 
into a parade, and headed by the “big 
chief’’ and a fife and drum corps, they 
marched through te district amid the 
shouts and applause of the people who 
lined the streets, stoops and windows. 
Devery carried his hat in hand and bowed 
to the people continually. The parade 
lasted for half an hour, for it was 
frequently interrupted by groups of men, 
women and children, who broke through 
the crowds to shake Devery’s hand.

Captain Evan P. Howell, candidate for 
mayor, delivered the first public speech 
of his campaign last night at Caldwell’s 
hall, in West End—his home ward—be- 
fore a representative audience of citi- 
zens, who crowded the room in which the 
meeting was held. Many were compelled 
to stand, not being able to find seats. 
Besides that of Captain Howell, there 
were speeches by Luther Z. Rosser, W. 
R. Shropshire, Sheriff John W. Nelms,

Captain Howell delivered an address 
which was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause, and he referred briefly to his op- 
ponents in the mayoralty race. He had 
some warm things to say about various 
matters and people. 

Forrest Adair opened the meeting and. 
nominated W. K. Booth for chairman. 
Mr. Booth was unanimously elected. John 
A. Caldwell was nominated and elected 
secretary. Mr. Booth stated he had 
known Captain Howell for the past thir- 
ty-five years and had never known a 
truer man or one who had worked harder 
for the welfare of the city. He declared 
he had a better claim to the office than 
any other candidate. He then introduced 
Captain Howell, who was greeted with 
applause when he stood up to address the 
audience. 

Captain Howell began by taanking his 
friends for complimenting him with their 
presence. After getting in the race he 
stated he *had found out why it was sa 
many good men did not run for office. 
The situation, he said, reminded him of 
the old story of the polecat and the peck- 
erwood. One day the polecat climbed a 
tree and found the peckerwood in its 
nest. ‘‘ ‘Don’t come in here,’ said the bird; 
‘there’s no room.’ ‘Just you let me in,’ 
replied the polecat, ‘and I’ll make room.’ ”’

Henderson Is Criticised by Republic- 
an Papers for Refusing To Run. 
Democrats Are Confident 
That He Would Have 
Been Defeated.

Chicago, Ills., September 16.—(Special.) 
Politicians of all shades of belief are 
deeply interested in the withdrawal of 
Speaker Henderson, but nefther republicans 
nor democrats will talk tonight for publi- 
cation. Mayor HMarrison refused to be 
quoted and other leaders were equally re- 
ticent. It is generally admitted, however, 
that the resignation: means a crisis in the 
affairs of the republican party over the 
tariff’ and kindred questions. It brings 


thet have been stirring the vitals of th= 
party, especially in the west. 

At the national democratic campaign 
headquarters in this city today the man- 
agers were laying plans to encompass the 
defeat of Speaker Henderson. It had been 
arranged to concentrate all effort in his 
district, and there were strong hopes of 
success. Tonight the question is being 
asked if the Iowa leader did not realize 
that it were better to resign than to take 
chances of ignominious defeat. 

Republicans Paralyzed. 

Dubuque, Iowa: Speaker Henderson has 
little to say with reference to his with- 
drawal. He says he was influenced solely 
by the.differences bétween his party and 
himself and not through any fear that he 
would be defeated. He Bays he has led 
a strenuous life, and will be glad of au 
opportunity to spend his remaining years 
in rest. Republicans of this district ar> 
paralyzed by the action. Another conven- 
tion will probably be catled, but there is 
yet no talk ofa carididate. 

Covington, Ky.: When William J. Bryan 
was-informed “Sf” «de withdrawal of 
Speaker Henderson he shrugged his shoul- 
ders, but declimed to discuss the matter 
in any form. 

Sioux City, Iowa: The Journal, com- 
menting upon the withdrawal of Speaker 
Henderson, declines to accept his expla- 
nation of the causes leading to his action, 
and censures him for leaving the party 
without a leader at a critical moment, and 
in the presence of a boastful enemy. 

Cummins Slow to Believe. 

Des Moines, Iowa: In regard to the 
withdrawal of Speaker Henderson, Gov- 
ernor Cummins said in an interview to-, 


night: 
'“] ean hardly believe the statement that 
Speaker Henderson has withdrawn is true. 
I have no statement to make except that 
I greatly regret it. I cannot think the re- 
tirement is due to the differences between 
Colonel Henderson and the party in Iowa 
on the tariff. It is all very surprising and 
mysterious to me. I never had the slight- 
est doubt that Colonel Henderson would 
be elected by a large majority. The re- 
publicans in the third district will elect 
any good man that may be nominated.’”’

WOMEN AND WINE LEAD 
BANKER FISH TO DEATH 


Scion of Famous New York Family Is Killed in a 


Sa'toon Brawl in New 
and a Man Are 


Yorks=Two Women 
Under Arrest. 


New York, September 16.—The death 
af Nicholas Fish, as the result of a quar- 
rel in a saloon, and the arrest of Thomag 
J. Sharkey, a private detective, on the 
charge of homicide in that connection, 
has been the subject of close police in- 
vestigation and conjecture all day. 

Mr. Fish was the head: of one of the 
most distinguished families in the Unit- 
ed States, a banker of great wealth and 
one time minister at the court of Bel- 
gium. He died at the Roosevelt hos- 
pital from the effects of injuries received 
during an altercation with a stranger in 
Ehrhardt’s saloon, sat the corner of 
Eighth avenue and Thirty-fourth street. 
According to information gathered by 
the police, Mr. Fish’s death was due to 
a blow struck by Thomas J. Sharkey, a 
private detective, who, with Mrs. Phil- 
lips and Mrs. Casey, who were present 
at the time, was arrested after the death. 

A policeman found Mr. Fish lying un- 
conscious on the sidewalk in front of 
the saloon and summoned an ambulance 
in which he was taken to the Roosevelt 
hospital, where his identity was re- 
vealed by papers found in his possession. 

A dispatch was sent to Mrs. Fish, who 
was at Tuxedo, and who reached the 
hospital soon after midnight, remaining 


| head striking a fiagstone. Just before 
the scuffle on the sidewalk commenced 
Mrs. Casey, becoming alarmed, hurried- 
ly left the party. After Fish fell, it 
is said that Sharkey reentered the sa- 
loon and left it and went into a saloon 
a few doors away and a moment later 
left that place and boarded a street car. 
He was closely followed by Mrs. Phillips, 
who was carrying his hat: and who also 
boarded the car. Fish was lying uncon- 
scious on the sidewalk and a knot of 
people gathered about him, and some 
men carried him into the hallway of the 
saloon and tried to revive him. Being 
unsuccessful, they again brought him to 
the street, thinking he might revive 
there. He was lying on the street when 
a policeman appeared. The officer call- 
ed an ambulance from Hoosevelt hospital. 
Fish’s identity was not learned until the 
hospital was reached and his clothing 
searched. As soon as it was found who 
he was he was entered as a private pa- 
tient. 


Mrs. Casey, Mrs. Phillips and Sharkey 
were arraigned today in police court and 
were held for the coroner. A detective 
said to the sitting magistrate that the 
prisoners were arraigned as Suspicigus 
persons in connection with the death of 
Nicholas Fish. 

Mrs. Casey denied all knowledge of the 
case.

Startling Evidence Given by 
a Witness in the Suit 
Brought by Missouri. 


St. Louis, September 16.—Partly decom- 
posed meat, which had been treated chem- 
ically to hide its condition, as well as 
sausages containing, potato, flour, un- 
healthy kidneys ground up, and other 
adulterations, were sold in St. Louis and 
the other large cities of the country be- 
tween August 21, 1899, and May 1, 1902, by 
the members of the packers’ trust, ac- 
cording to testimony given today by 
Thomas L. O'Sullivan, meat and live stock 
inspector of St. Louis. 

O'Sullivan was the first witness called 
by Attorney General Crow, when the tak- 
ing of testimony was resumed by Su- 
preme Court Commissioner I. N. Kernley, 
in the beef trust inquiry today.

SENATOR BARD IS VERY ILL. 


Life of the California Representative 
Is Despaired Of. 

Los Angeles, Cal., September 16.—The 
condition of Senator Bard is extremely 
critical. At an early hour today his tem- 
perature was 101 and his pulse 145. Oxy- 
gen was administered during the night. 
His physician states that unless the pulse 
can be reduced soon the senator cannot 
possibly live more than forty-eight hours. 

Senator Bard has been in Los Angeles 
for several weeks. With his family he 
has been living at a hotel, and for some 
time he had Senator Quarles, of Wiscon- 
sin, as his guest. A meeting of the sen- 
ate committee on territories, composed of 
Senator Bard, Senator (uaries, Senator 
Beveridge and Senator Fairbanks is sched- 
uled to be held in this city shortly. Sen- 
ator Bard and Senator Quarles have been 
here in readiness for this meeting for 
some time. Senator Beveridge is in San 
Francisco andi Senator Fairbanks is ex- 
pected here soon.

According to the police Mr. Fish enter- 
ed Ehrhardt’s saloon yesterday afternoon 
with Mrs. Phillips and Mrs. Casey. The 
police say that Mrs. Phillips knew who 
Fish was, but that neither Mrs. Casey 
nor Sharkey, who subsequently joined 
the party, were aware of his identity. 
Sharkey, who Knew the women, was not 
reluctant to join the party when one of 
the women invited him to. The police 
say that Fish did most of the buying 
Fish then discovered that his money was 
exhausted, and he announced that he 
would have to draw a check. Sharkey, 
ignorant of Fish’s identity, questioned his 
ability to make his check good. Fish, 
it is said, took offense at this, and angry 
words ensued.

Hartford, Conn., September 16.—The re- 
publican state convention assembltd in 
the auditorium tonight to transact the 
business preliminary to the more ijmpor- 
tant programme of tomorrow, which 
calls for the nomination of candidates 
for the high state offices. 

An important feature of the session 
was a resolution offered by State Sena- 
tor Kenealy indorsing President Roose- 
velt for the presidential nomination in 
1904. The resolution was referred to the 
committee on resolutions. 

Senator O. H, Platt, as chairman of 
the convention, made an.address. On the 
Subject of trusts he said: 

“The democratic party proposes to de- 
Stroy trusts and the business conducted 
by them; the republican party proposes 
to regulate trusts and the business con- 
ducted by them, so that no unfair ad- 
vantage shall be taken of the people 
of the United States, and to the full 
limit of its constitutional power it will 
carry out this policy. 

“We deny that the tariff is the mother 
of trusts; we affirm thatthe tariff is the 
parent of prosperity ” 

Hand in hand with the policy of pro- 
tection, he said, was the policy of reci- 
procity. 

The convention, after transacting rou- 
tine business, adjourned until morning. 
Utah Democrats Skip Bryan. 
Provo, Utah, September 16.—The demo- 
cratic state convention today nominated 
Judge W. H. King, of Salt Lake City, 
for congress, and Richard W. Young, 
formerly of the supreme bench in the 
Philippines, for justice of the supreme 
court. It adopted a platform in which 
trusts and beet sugar were prominent 
features. No mention was made in the 
piatform either of Mr. Bryan or of 16 
to 1, but the Kansas City platform was 
indorsed, and the cheering which greet- 
ed the mention of Bryan's name showed 
the feeling of the convention toward 

him. 

The platform denounces the Philippine 
policy .of the government; demands a 
readjustment of the present tariff; op-

ADOPTION OF PLATFORM 
WILL CAUSE HARD FIGHT 


Roosevelt and Child Labor Law Will 
Be the Points at Issue—Senator 
Pritchard, of North Caro- 
lina, Addresses the 
Convention. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 16.—(Spe- | 


cilal.)}—After a session of seven hours, 
consisting of speeches, reports of com- 
mittees and nomination of officers, the 
republican state convention adjourned to- 
night just as the question of platform 
was introduced. 

According to the recommendations of 
the executive committee. not a negro 
delegate appeared on the floor, and the 
“lily whites’ absolutely ruled the con- 
vention. 

There will be a hard fight on the adop- 
tion of a platform, the main issues being 
the indorsement of President Roosevelt 
for a second nomination, and the indorse- 
ment of a child labor law. The conven- 
tion will indorse Roosevelt's present ad- 
ministration, but there is bitter opposi- 
tion to recommending him for a second 
term. The platform as prepared by the 
committee favors the renomination of 
Roosevelt, but a minority report has 
been made, and the fight will be carried 
to the floor of the convention tomorrow 

Speech by Pritchard. 

The feature of today’s session was an 
addres by Senator J. C. Pritchard, of 
North Carolina. 

Senator Pritchard reviewed the history 
of the country from President Harrison’s 
administration. and said that Mr. Cleve- 
land assumed control of affairs under 
most favorable circumstances. That with 
the adoption of the Wilson-Gorman 
tariff bill many industries were ruined, 
and a period of depression followed. The 
democratic party was alone responsible 
for this. 

He said that in 1896 the people were con- 
fronted with the proposition whether to 
continue the democratic party in power. 
That party adopted free silver in its 
platform, and the republican party nom- 
inated William McKinley and declared 
for sourd money. McKinley was elect- 
ed, but the republicans did not have a 
working majority in the senate, But a 
number of senators left their political as- 
sociates and sustained McKinley in his 
efforts to place the financial and indus- 
trial affairs of the nation upon a safe 
basis. The Dingley bill was enacted in 
place of the Gorman bill, and good re- 
sults followed, as it afforded protection 
to every branch of industry. 

Dingley Bill and South. 

The Dingley bill, by restoring the duty 
on lumber, has benefited the south. He 
then went on to show the development of 
cotton mills and other industries in the 
south, for all of which he thought the 
republican party, by its wise administra- 
tion of national affairs, deserved the 
eredit. He referred to the increase in ths 
national bank currency and: the enormous 
gold reserve and the fact that the United 
States was becoming a creditor nation, 
its exports ncw being in excess of its im- 
ports. 

He concluded by saying: 

“I congratulate the people of the state 
of Alabama upan the fact that there is at 
last a disposition on the part of the 
business men of the state to give aid and 
encouragement to those who believe in 
the principles of republicanism.”’ 

The convention was permanently or- 
ganized by the election of Julius W. Dav- 
idson, of Birmingham, as chairman. 

State officers will be nominated tomor- 
row, and it is probable that J. T. McE)l- 
derry, of Talladega, wili be named for 
governor. Joseph H. Montgomery, of 
Jefferson, is slated for attorney general, 
and J. T. Fonville, of Crenshaw, for sec- 
retary of state.

New York,’ September 16.—The North 
German Lloyd steamer Kron Prinz Wil- 
helm arrived in port today from Bremen, 
Southampton and Cherbourg, beating all 
westward records.

Panama Railroad Is Obstructed 
by Forces of Colombia 


) 


It Is Cleared, However, by United 
States Blue Jackets—State De- 
partment Not Inclined To 
Take Serious View of 

the Situation. 


Washington, September 16.—Secretary of 
the Navy Moody today received the fol- 
lowing cable from Commander McLean, 
of the Cincinnati, who arrived at Colon 
yesterday: 


“Yesterday I went to Panama. Train 
stopped twice by obstructions—plate iron, 
etc., placed on track. After train passed 
Saw government soldiers replace obstruc- 

. Accompanied by consul and Com- 
mander Potter, of the Ranger, called on 
governor. Friendly conversation. Re- 
turning to Colon train stopped by ob- 
structions. Soldiers were compelled to re- 
move thém. Soldiers then stood on track. 
By my directions train moved on and sol- 
diers jumped away. Will guard trains. 
No revolutionists in sight, but rumored 


coming toward railroad.”’ 


The above despatch is accepted as refer- 
ring to events of Monday. The officials 
at Washington are not inclined to jump 
hastily at the conclusion that the ob- 
struction of traffic by government sol- 
jiers was inspired by the Colombian gov- 
ernment itself, but are more ready to be- 
lieve that the act was for the purpose of 
ascertaining if any revolutionists occupied 
the train. 

It is understood that at the meeting 
of Commander McLean and Commander. 
Potter and the United States consul with 
Governor Salazar, at Panama, the latter 
disavowed responsibility for the act of 
the government troops. Acting Secretary 
of State Adee and Secretary Moody were 
in consultation for some time today in 
regard to the isthmian situation, though 
the conference took place before the re- 
ceipt of Commander Mclean’s dispatch. 
However, the dispatch was referred to 


the state department immediately upon: 


‘its receipt, and it is understood that some 
representations will be made to the gov- 
ernment at Bogota, with a view to pre- 
venting a repetition of the incident an1 
obtaining some expression from Colombia 
“which. may simplify the rather complex 
situation which comes of the conjunction 
of the government, liberal and United 
States forces. 

Commander McLean’s action in placing 
guards on the trains creates a situation 
similar to that which existed some 
months ago, when Captain Perry, with 
the Iowa, and Commander McCrea, were 
at Panama and Colon, respectively, and 
each train was occupied by a force of 
American blue jackets or marines. Cap- 
tain Perry, at that time, was forced to 
take possession of the Panama railroad, 
and it is probable that further inter- 
ference will result in similar action on the 
part of Commander McLean. Six trains 
are run across the isthmus each day, 
two passengers and four freight trains, 
and each one may have to ‘be provided 
with a guard. Orders were issued today 
detaching Co amander McLean from com- 
mand of the Cincinnati on the arriya] of 
his successor, Commander Mason, who 


-gailed from New York today for Colon, 


but it was stated at the navy depart- 
ment that if the situation requires, Com- 
mander McLean will be kept in command 
beyond the «appointed time for his de- 
tachment. 


GREAT BRITAIN VERY ACTIVE. 


Making Stronger Her Fortifications 
in West Indies. 

London, September 17.—The Associated 
Press learns that the British authorities 
are exhibiting unusual activity in connec- 
tion with their fortifications in the West 
Indies, with the view of strengthening 
the stragetical positions there against any 
eventualities consequent upon the con- 
struction of the Panama canal. 

These efforts are not only confined to 
the improvement of defenses on British 


islands, but include a careful inspection 
and analysis of the fortifications of other 
powers who have territory in the Carri- 


bean sea. 


FRENCH MINISTER OF NAVY HURLS 
BOMB AT THE FOES OF HIS COUNTRY 


In Bitter Words He Assails Great 
Briain, ltaly and 
Germany. 


Bizerta, Tunis, September 16.—M. Pel- 
letan, the French minister of marine, 
made a remarkable speech at an enter- 
tainment of the municipality yesterday 
evening, which it is expected will cause 
the French foreign minister, M. Delcesse, 
some trouble to explain. After pointing 
Out the importance of Bizerta as a bul- 
wark of France, M. Peiletan proceeded: 


“We do not say we want to make the 
Mediterranean a Frenco lake. We have 
been cured otf the dreams of tne great 
man who wisked us to dominate the 
world. With this powerful rampart so 
well situated for defense, and aiso for 
attack, and with Corsica and Toulon, we 
can hold the open door between the two 
halves of the Mediterranean, in spite of 
Malta and Gibraltar. Certainly I do nof 
desire a confiict of peoples against Eng- 
land any more than against Italy, but, 
as we do not know what others are do- 
ing, it is part of our duty to prepare for 
the holy war, for the French fatherland 
against its enemies, whoever they may 
be. I am convinced, thanks to the fellow- 
workers with whom I am surrounded, 
that we can face every eventuality. Se- 
curity hardly exists any more for the 
civilized world. At the end of the nine- 
teenth century, after the defeat of France 
by the barbarism of old Germany, we 
saw an offensive return of the law of 
brute force. The whole world seemed to 
be dominated by the maxim, ‘Might, be- 
fore right.’ We must then devote all our 
efforts to keeping intact that focus of 
justice and light—French genius.”’ 


M. Pelletan concluded with remarking 
that he would not say more-at present. 
He had not yet become accustomed’ to 
being a minister, and feared he might 
be carried away into expressing his 
opinion of matters which exclusively 
concerned the foreign minister.

M. Pelletan chose a 
very unfortunate moment for his Ajaccio 
remarks, as it coincided with the tele- 
gram of the Count of Turin to the French 
ambassador at Rome, paying homage to 
the French soldiers who fell at the battle 
of Solferino in the Italian cause. 

M. Pelletan’s further blunder yesterday 
at Bizerta in using insulting language 
regarding Germany and Great Britain has 
increased the annoyance felt against him 
and the French foreign office is visibly 
embarrassed to explain it away. An offi- 
cia] ther Luis afternoon said: 

“M. Pelletan’s remarks must be taken 
as strictly personal and as in no way re- 
flecting the general spirit of the French 
government toward the powers mentined.

M. Pelletans utterances, according to 
other official opinion draws opinion di- 
rectly to French designs in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

M. Pelletan’s reference to the ‘“‘barba- 
rism of old Germany” is treated by the 
hewspapers here with ridicule rather than 
with indignation. It.is assumed that the 
French minister’s utterances are highly 
embarrassing to M. Delcasse and other 
members of the French cabinet. The 
Deutsch Tags Zeitung calis it a cham- 
pagne speech, while others point out that 
M. Pelletan was formerly a journalist 
with a reputation as a great phrase 
maker. 

Great Britain Not Aggrieved. 

London, September 16.—What is desig- 
nated as M. Pelletan’s new diplomacy is 
not taken seriously in London. It is point- 
ed out here that in the course of hig tour 
the minister similarly referred to Ger- 
many and Italy and semi-official French 
papers like sne Journal Des Debats de- 
clare his sentiments are those neither of 
France nor of her government. The Lon- 
don afternoon newspapers, commenting 
on M. Pelietan’s speech at Bizerta quote 
his ingenuous confession that he had not

New York, September 16.—A conference 
of the leading anthracite coal interests 
was held this afternoon at the Philadel- 
phia and Reading company's offices. Those 
present included President Baer, of the 
Reading road; President Truesdale, of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western; 
President Underwood, of the Erie; Presi- 
dent Fowler, of the New York, Ontario 
and Western; President Walters, of the 
Lehigh Valley; President Olyphant, of the 
Delaware and Hudson; Manager Besler, 
of the Central Railroad of New Jersey; 
Irving Stearns, of Coxe Brothers & Co., 
and John Markie, of G. B. Markle & Co. 
The two last named represented the in- 
dependent operating interests in the hard 
cOa} industry. 

The precise subject of the conference 
could not be learned, but it was stated in 
advance of the meeting that no conces- 
sions would be granted, and that recent 
events of a semi-political character would 
net be considered,

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 16.—Presi- 
dent Gompers, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and National President 
Mitchell, and National Treasurer Wilson, 
of the United Mine Workers, together 
with the districts’ presidents of the same 
organization in the anthracite region, 
spent most of the day in conference here, 
which was secret. After the meeting none 
of those who participated were in a com- 
munitive mood, President Mitchell: said 
it was the regular monthly meeting of 
the executive board of United Mine Work- 
ers, and Mr. Gompers and Mr. Wilson 
happening to be coming this way, stopped 
over. Mr. Gompers was a little more 
talkative than the others. When asked 
what was the object of his visit to strike 
headquarters, he replied: 

‘“‘I smiply came up here to look over the 
strike situation. I find everything in ex- 
cellent shape. The strike is being ably 
conducted, and I learn that there is ample 
relief for al] the strikers.’’ 

Mr. Gompers was asked whether the 
Federation will be assessed to support the 
miners. He said in reply that the trades 
unions now comprising the Federation are 
making voluntary contributions to help 
the miners, and that if it is necessary to 
give additional aid it will be done. 
at present,”’ he continued, ‘“‘the miners are 
well able to take care of themselves.”’ 

The breaker at the Conyngham mine 
of the Delaware and Hudson Company 
was started up today, and was in opera- 
tion for several hours. It is not known 
how much coal was run through the 
breaker. The breaker of No. 2 mine, op- 
erated by the same company, at Ply- 
mouth, was also put in operation today, 

More Collieries Started. 

Scranton, Pa., September 16.—The Dela- 
ware and Hudson Company today started 
up three collieries, the Conyngham, at 
Wilkesbarre; the Plymouth, No. 2, and the 
Olymphane. This makes six collieries 
and three washeries this company has in 
operation. 

The Ontartd and Western Company has 
resumed operations at the Pinebrooks 
Westride collieries in Scranton, and the 
Johnson, No, 1 and No. 2, in Priceburg, 
just north of the city line. This com- 
pany now has three mines and three 
washeries going. 

Altogether, the companies having head- 
quarters here, claim to be operating 
nineteen collieries and twenty-one wash- 
eries, with an estimated daily output of 
20,000 tons. 

A deputy at the Pancoast colliery 
was chased by a crowd today, and to 
hold them off he discharged a revolver. 
He was later arrested by the Throop bor- 
ough authorities and sent to jail for dis- 
charging fire arms. 

Situation in West Virginia. 

Charleston, W. Va., September 16.~— 
There is little change in the strike situa- 
tion in this section. Mines on New rivy- 
er are increasing their output daily and 
are now working about half the force. 
Not many union men are going in, but 
there are some, and the feeling js gen- 
eral that there is now but a question of 
days until the strike wili come to an end. 
Not so large a proportion of Kanawha 
mines are running and the proportion of 
men is not so great but there is a con- 
stant increase. Miners are daily being 
forced out of the company houseg and 
colder they must 
either move away or get back to work. 
It has been decided to ask the governor 
not to withdraw the troops for the pres- 
ent.

‘It is not known whether or not the 
mergers will accept the ordinance, as it 
contains features, so it is reported, to 
Which they are opposed, and it is claim- 
ed they are disposed to operate each 
road independently rather than accept the 
ordinance in its entirety. One of their 
principal objections is council's refusal 
to require all future railways which may 
be established in Macon to be bound by 
the conditions and terms exacted of the 
present railways. The mergers do not 
like to pay an arnual percentage upon 
gross recipts of the electric light plant, 
Or do they like the maximum price of 

per year per arc light that is fixed 
by the ordinance.

Cotton Exchange Charges 
Railroads With Dis- 


crimination, 


PETITION CIRCULATED 
PRAYING FOR RELIEF 


Presidents and Directors of Trans- 
portation Companies Asked To 
Take the Matter Up and 
Equalize—Ocean Rate 
Excessive. 


Savannah, September 16.—(Special.)— 
The Savannah Cotton Exchange’s mem- 
bers are complaining of discrimination 
in freight rates against Savannah. They 
are circulating a petition asking the 
president and directors to take up the 
matter and see that the discriminations 
are removed. They declare that the un- 
just rates will operate against the port 
and prevent cotton from being routed via 
Savannah or handled there. 

It is shown that the freight rate for 
transporting cotton from Savannah to 
Charlotte, N. C., is 39 cents per hundred 
pounds; to Lynchburg, Va., 30 cents per 
hundred. The latter point is 280 miles 
beyond Charlotte, and must be reached 
through there when shipped via ithe 
Southern railway. Neither rate is in- 
fluenced by water route. 

It is shown that the ocean rate from 
Savannah to New York is dearer than 
from any other Atlantic port and higher 
to Savannah than to the interior buyer. 
For instance, the Macon buyer may ship 
Ship via Savannah and the ocean steam- 
Ship company to New York by paying 
fifteen cents per hundred pounds more 
than to Savannah proper, while the Sa- 
vannah buyer must pay twenty-three 
cents per hundred pounds even though 
he ships a lot of cotton originating in 
Macon, 


THREE MULES PERISH IN FIRE.

Rockmart, Ga., September 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Three mules were burned to death 
in a fire which destroyed the barn of

There will be at least a 
hundred new’ students to enter college, 
which will bring the attendance up to 
nearly 300. 

Already Oxford is fast filling up with 
students,every train bringing a large num- 
ber of students. The fraternity men are 
ali On hand prepared for a hard, rushing 
season. The rivalry is always very great 
between the different Greek letter socie- 
ties and the coming week will be one of 
much interest to this half of the student 
body. 

There have been a few changes in the 
faculty of the college and from the rec- 
ords of the new professors Emory’s 
aaculty wil] be greatly strengthened, 

The chair of Latin, recently vacated by 
Professor Sledd, will be fiiled by Dr. M. 
H. Arnold, of Virginia. Dr. Arnold is a 
man of striking personality and shouid 
make’a valuable acquisition to the 
faculty. 

Professor Banks wil] occupy the chair 
of modern history in the absence of 
Professor Edgar H. Johnson, who will 
study in the north during the coming 
year. 

The department of natural science will 
be under the charge of Dr. J. L. Duncan, 
who comes to us fresh from a postgradu- 
ate course at Johns Hopkins university.

‘The 
should be congratulated on the great suc- 
cess he has had. Dr. Dickey is not new at 
college work, having ‘been connected with 
Emory as a professor. 

The many modern improvements and 
methods which will be instituted here this 
year will make Emory an institute of 
much greater worth than she has been 
heretofore. The college dining hall, under 
the direction of Professor W. 8S. Weber 
and in charge of a matron, will be opened 
for dinner on Wednesday, and board will 
be supplied the students at absolute cost. 
Professor Weber expects to run the in- 
Stitution on the same order as the com- 
mons dining hail at Harvard, which is the 
finest of its kind in the world.

“Gen.”’ Evans. 

Nashville American (Democrat): An 
up-country paper refers to H. Clay Evans 
as ““Genera] Evans.’’ Where, and when, 
and how, did he acquire that title? Was 
it conferred on him by the Pennsylvania 
paper, The Wilkesbarre Record, which 
said of him: 

‘General Evans lives in Tennessee, but 
he is a native of Pennsylvania, served 
throughout the civil war in the union 
army and was thrice severely wounded 
in battle. He settled in Tennessee after 
the war, but has never had anything in 
common with the irreconilable sectional- 
ists of the south in a political way.’”’ 

H. Clay Evans was a quartermaster’s 
clerk in the Forty-first Wisconsin, a one- 
hundred-day regiment, which was organ- 
ized January 8, 1864, at Milwaukee, and 
was mustered out September 24, 1864, ‘‘by 
reason of expiration of term of service.’’ 
This is what the war records show. They 
also show that the Forty-first Wisconsin 
was mustered in with 578 men. It lost six 
by disease, two deserted and 570 were 
mustered out at the. end of 100 days. 
Mr. Evans was never a general. He was 
never a military officer. His military 
services were confined to the quarter- 
master’s department, in which he was a 
clerk. He is not the first man, however, 
to be promoted to a military title long 
after the war.

It Is the Poorest Seen in 
Years in the Missis- 
sippi Delta. 


YIELD WILL BE LESS 
THAN LAST SEASON 


Premature Opening of Bolls Is Chief 
Cause of Deterioration—Pros- 
pects Were Most Promising 
Six Weeks Ago—Other 
News in Brief. 


Jackson, Miss., September 16.—(Special.) 
Captain J. M. Parchman, warden of the

FROST IN MOUNTAIN REGION. 
LOW TEMPERATURE REPORTED 
IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


Yield of Cotton Will Be Much Better 
Than Expected—Condition of 
Crops.

Raleigh, N. C., September 16.—(Special.) 
The weather and crop report for North 
Carolina for the week ended last night, 
issued today, says: 

“The amount of precipitation received 
during the week was considerable, oc- 
curred chiefly on the 8th and 9h, and 
was fairly well distributed. In only a 
few localities was the rainfall heavy 
enough to cause slight damage to crops, 
and generally it had a beneficial effect 
on field peas, late potatoes and turnips, 
besides placing the soll in excellent con- 
dition for plowing. The weather was 
cool during the entire week, and the mean 
temperature averaged over 6 degrees be- 
low normal for the season. Light frosts 
occurred in the mountain region on the 
10th and llth, and also on the l4th and 
15th, without causing any damage. Con- 
ditions were favorable for gathering 
crops and for farm work; fall plowing 
hag begun to make more rapid progress; 
some winter oats have been sown; mak- 
ing peavine hay is underway. Much of 
the early corn crop has been gathered; 
late corn was a little benefited by rain; 
it is now generally near maturity; corn 
on bottom lands and on rich soil is very 
good. Pulling fodder continues in 
west. Old cotton was not helped by rain, 
but though the rainfa]l was quite heavy 
in some counties very few reports of 
damage by staining were received; late 
planted cotton was benefited, as some 
correspondents report blosoms seen near 
the top, indicating, with deferred frost, 
the formation of some top crop. Cotton 
is opening rapidly and picking is advanc- 
ing as fast as possible; It appears that 
the bulk of the crop will be out by the 
middle of October. While below the aver- 
age, the yield will be a good one, ex-

Pocket Nerve Philanthropy. 

The world has known many preten- 
tious schemes of philanthropy, the 
general purpose of which was for good, 
but the private gravamen was an ache 
of the pocket-nerve of the promoters. 
No larger instance of the sort ever hap- 
pened than the northern agitation 
against negro slavery in the south. A 
few godliness-engorged individuals 
really had. no other business than to 
seek the freedom of the slaves for free- 
dom’s sake, but the prevailing, force- 
ful reason for the war on slavery was 
to abolish the competition between 
the fruits of slave labor in the south 
and those of free, organized labor in 
the north. 

Another extant instance is in the 
desire of certain interests in the 
United States to force the annexation 
of Cuba instead of granting reciproc- 
ity and favored tariff rates to Cuban 
products. They frankly say that they 
prefer to have Cuba an American 
country into which the labor organiza- 
tions, laws and customs of thgs coun- 
try may be introduced, and thus equal- 
ize if not minimize Cuban competition 
with its cheap labor, long hours, fa- 
vorable climatic conditions, etc. The 
whole scheme, promoted in the inter- 
est of giving Cuba all the munifificent 
advantages of American liberty and 
rule, is really to hamper Cuban sugar 
production with labor conditions that 
will break down that country’s pres- 
ent advantages over our beet and cane 
sugar sections. 

Of the same pernicious stripe pre- 
cisely is the growing discussion in the 
north over the employment of child 
labor in the cotton factories of the 
south. The Constitution will be 
behind none in the north or the south 
in condemnation of any system of 
child labor in our factories that will 
dwarf, disease or leave uneducated the 
children of these southern states. Our 
record on those questions is long ago 
made up and read of all men. . 

But we confess that we do hav 
“that tired feeling’ when we read the 
miserably hypocritical cant of north- 
ern newspapers and ram-jawed phi- 
Janthropists who denounce child labor 
in southern cotton mills and yet are 
dumb as Dahomen idols over the em- 
ployment of twenty times as many 
children in the mills and sweat-snups 
of the eastern states. In the four in- 
dustries of shirt-making, skirt-making, 
stockings and ready-made attire in 
this country there are daily employed 
21,145 children under 16 years of age 
—as many as are in all the cotton 
mills of the south. We leave cut of 
the count hundreds of other industries 
likewise employing such children. Yet 
the critics of the south say nothing 
of them. 

The plain truth is that 95 per cent 
of this crusade against child labor in 
the south is due to our rapid absorp- 
tion of the cotton milling industry. It 
does not come from the sancttfied cort- 
sciences of the people who prosecute 
it, but from their pocket-nerve, which 
is sorely drawn to reach the vanishing, 
profits of the business they once mo- 
hopolized and which we are taking 
from them forever! 
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In a Nutshell. 

The New York Sun doesn’t waste 
words in pointing out the inevitable 
result of President Roosevelt’s trust 
policy. The Sun says: 

If the constitution should be amend- 
ed in the manner advocated by the 
group of statesmen at present headed by 
President Roosevelt, and the federal gov- 
ernment empowered to control corpora- 
tions, there would be effected a political 
and economical revolution such as this 
country has not known, 

Give the government at Washington 
the right to regulate business that is in- 
volved in the amendment itn question, and 
the function of the states would béfore 
long cease to be serious or vital. With 
the national government’s grip fastened 
on the heart of business, for such is the 
great form of partnership known as the 
corporation, the authority and the indi- 
viduality of the states would wither into 
formality and nothingness. The ‘TUnit- 
ed States’”’ would become but a name. 

As a revolutionizer of the American 
system, neither one nor all of the amend- 
ments added to the original constitution 
can be mentioned in the same breath. 


The legitimate business interests of 
New York, Massachusetts, New Jer- 
sey or Georgia would hesitate a long 
time before indorsing a policy which 
might place the control of all business 
in the hands of a few wild men from 
Kansas or a few corruptionists from 
St. Louis or Chicago. 


The Passing of ‘‘Boss” Shepherd. 

When Alexander R. Shepherd died 
on Friday last in a distant mining 
camp in Mexico an accenturted type 
of the American passed away. His 
career, it is but trite to say, reads 
like a romance, yet in fact it was a 
romance.of emphatic and enduring 
effects. 

Mr. Shepherd was a business and 
political personality of locai note in 
Washington city after the civil war. 
As president of the city council he ex- 
hibited a strong sense of municipal 
enthusiasm and when the District of 
Columbia w&s given a territorial form 
of government Mr. Shepherd was ap- 
pointed its govefnor by President 
Grant. From that moment he began 
to be a national character. He saw 
the opportunity and got into his grasp 
the power to make the capitel of the 
nation the beautiful city of which he 
had long carried a luminous vision in 
his mind's eye. 

From the very outset of his work 
he raade it evident that he had the 
artistic genius of Baron Haussman 
and the opulent recklessress of Louis 
Napoleon both in his makeup. He 
went to work on dirty, muddy, ram- 
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| Shackle Washington 
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49 cents change, and caused him to 
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the genii of Alladin’s lamp at his com- 
mand. The s-aeme that he had carc- 
fully pondered, perhaps whes ‘he least 
dreamed of ever seeing it realized for 
his native city, began to unfold and 
to amaze his neighbors and hypnotize 
the administrators of the government. 
Buildings were torn down, old estates 
invaded, great avenues run on the 
lines of the inspired Frenchman who 
platted the city, streets were paved 
and the marvelous works that trans- 
formed the incongruous Paris of the 
Louises into the Elysium of Europe 
were repeated and outdone. 

All this time the croakers, moss- 
backs and old-fashioned folk of Wash- 
ington were throwing fits over Shep- 
herd’s riot of extravagance, and con- 
gress began to fear t»at he was a 
municipal madman, or wat most peo- 
ple declared him—a government free- 
booter, scoundrel and corruptionist! 
He was called everything from “boss” 
to buccaneer, and finally the popular 
clamor forced his deposition. But he 
had gotten his work in where it could 
not be undone! He had sown the 
seeds of national pride in the capital 
of the great nation and he had edu- 
cated congress to understand thut 
Washington ought to be the model 
city of the world. 

Then he went away to Mexico and 
made millions in mining: His alleged 
corruptions were investigated and 
proved to be rank slanders. His work 
grew through the liberality of con- 
gress and a few years ago he returned 
to Washington and- received honors 
and ovations that any exiled prince 
might have rejoiced to receive from 
his people. He is dead, but Waching- 
ton city bears the stamp of his genius, 
foresight and patriotism and will be 
his monument as long as it endures.

The Passing Throng man was out at 
the federal prison yesterday talking with 
his friend, which, to save all possible 
chance of his being identified by curious 
persons, will be called No. 711. 

“I see they had a great opening at the 
Bijou theater by the paper this morning. 
No, I won’t say I would have liked to 
have been there. What would have 
been the use, anyway? If I had gone 
alone, I would have been so lonesome 
that I don’t believe there is a pro- 
gramme to be found even tn the Bijou 
circuit that could have diverted my mind 
from old-time memories. 

“I suppose it must be some eight 
or nine years ago (time used to slip by 
So rapidly before I came here), that I 
had the little girl with me in Boston. 
She wasn’t out of short dresses at the 
time, but we were regular chums, and 
I don’t really believe sentiment had come 
in to play {ts part with days of happy 
sunshine that have ended in one long, 
unfinished seven-years night of sorrow 
since I came here to live. Anyway, the 
occasion I refer to was the opening of 
the Boston Bijou theater, one of the 


most magnificent playhouses to be found 
in all this country, 

“Mr. Keith ha@ any number of distin- 
guished guests present at the time, with 
newspaper men up on a special train 
from as far south as Washington. As 
for the Hub City, she was all there from 
the Back Bay in the boxes and the bar- 
quet to the boys from Cambridge in 
the balcony and as large a delegation 
from across the river all the way back 
as the capacity of the house could ac- 
commodate, sitting or standing. It was 
& great show, of course. It was a won- 
der, but the part I like to remember 
most and the scenes that will hang in 
memory’s pictures in my cell tonight 
will be the promenades in the wide foy- 
€rs when I pointed out to her all of the 
big guns and she -knelt in adoration at 
thelr shrine, especially those who sat 
on the society ‘seats of the mighty’ in 
the private boxes. 

“I’m not going to tell you what she 
said, but it was enough to make me 
know that among all those people, many 
of them with national reputations for 
beauty and wit. I couldn’t see farther 
than those blue eyes of hers and her 
fair hair that has been hanging in front 
or My eyes, sort of changing the gen- 
eral appearance of the landscape, ever 
since. But when we left that night I 
knew that the friendship had grown to 
mean Jots more to me and that - would 
have a long wait while she grew up to 
Know her own mind in the matter. 

“Yes, she certainly grew to feel the 
Same way about it that I did, and from 
that time on until—well, until this trouble 
broke in to separate us, I was the hap- 
piest man that ever lived. Of course, 
it was the same old story that I wanted 
to do more for her than I could afford 
to, and the first thing—but we'll let that 
pass.

“The flood tide of my happiness was 
long after that night at the opening 
of Keith’s theater in Boston. but right 
there is where it began, and if there 
were any two such persons last night I 
only hope, that the ebb of their great 
joy won't find one bt. them watching 
time creep by the bars.of @ cell on tardy 
Knees just fast enough to escape the 
scythe of the Great Reaper.,. 

“The next day I wroteher a few lines 
about the time we had. Today at noon 
I scribbled off some more. You can have 
them if you want them. I wonder if it 
isn’t possible that she might see them? 
If she did—well ‘if’ is a big proposition 
in the outside world. Here in the prison 
it is absolutely insurmountable. Here 
are the lines: 

“CELL PICTURES.” 


“Did you ever feel that lonesome 
That no matter where you'd look,

An’ as you turn’d each leaf you'd find

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son, is exceedingly troubled over the 
question of my eligibility. He flops out 
Rube Arnold every once in a while with 
an opinion and then he flops out Jim 
Key. Yet there is not a man in this hall 
tonight who would take the legal opinion 
of Harvey Johnson or Jim Key against 
that of such men as Judge John L. Hop- 
kins, Judge Howard Van Epps, Colonel 
John C. Regd and City Attorney Mayson, 
Before I announced I consulted with my 
lawyers and was told that if I resigned my 
seat in council I would be eligible to 
run. The city attorney assured me I was 
eligible to make the race. But Harvey 
Johnson -is stil) losing sleep about my 
‘eligibility.’ 

“I see that tn counc!l yesterday after- 
noon my friend Woodward seemed to 
be greatly troubled about my resignation. 
I notice he didn’t seem to be troubled apout 
his own resignation—not even when he 
said he would resign!’’ (Laughter.) 

Captain Howell then went on to explain 
about the resignations he had filed with 
the mayor. He said he did not desire to 
leave his ward without its ful] represen- 
tation until it was absolutely necessary to 
do so, and the several meetings of the ex- 
ecutive committee had caused him to fix 
the date for his resignation accordingly. 
Referring again to Mr. Johnson’s position 
on eligibility, he said that gentleman's 
vote had been challenged on several occa- 
sions on the ground of disqualification, 
and he thought those who called the mat- 
ter into question were a little hypercriti- 
cal and he did not agree with them, but 
voted with Mr. Johnson, still his qualifi- 
cation had been openly. challenged. 


Vote Not Questioned. 

“My vote,’’ declared Mr. Howell, “has 
never been questioned, and it comes with 
bad grace from my friend Johnson to 
criticise me. Personally, I think Mr. 
Johnson is a good, clever gentleman. He 
has a right to run; any citizen has, but 
his Judgment isn’t good. Now, my friend 
Woodward has charged me with dodging. 
Well, he’s a good man to set up the charge 
of dodging. He charges me with being 
out of town when that tunnel matter was 
up. Well, do you know where I was? I 
was in Warshington, paying my own ex- 
penses, and doing my best to get that 
national park for the other side of the 
city. (Cheers.) When I left town that 
tunnel matter had been referred to a 
subcommittee on my motion. The plan 
which is being carried out was suggested 
and approved by Colonel Reed, and when 
I got back to town we took it up and 
carried it through. Mr. Woodward now 
says he did it! Well, if I remember right- 
ly, he was the hardest man on the com- 
mittee to finally agree to the plan. Again, 
Mr. Woodward Ras charged me with dodg- 
ing the charter revision. Now, when that 
matter first came up I didn’t want to 
serve on the council committee because 
I had been a member of the committee of 
forty-nine which prepared the report and 
I didn’t think I ought to be on the re- 
vision committee, too. Couneci] waived 
that fact, however, and elected me chair- 
man of the council committee. When I 
Gaecided to announce for mayor 1 Knew 
it was right and proper that I should 
sever my connection with the council and 
I did so, thus severing my connection 
with the committee. 

“Now, about my friend Woodward, who 
charges me with dodging. Everybody in 
this room knows he did some dodging 
himself two years ago. He got into of- 
fice and had some trouble. Anybody is 
liable to misfortune and I am not con- 
Gemning or criticising him. When he got 
over it he said he would resign the next 
time. But when the next time came, 
however, he put his resignation in the 
hands of a committee and that was the 
end of the matter. If he wasn’t dodging 
the latter part of his term, what was he 
doing? We are all prone to error and 
weakness and we all try to forgive and 
to draw the mantle of charity over a 
man’s weakness, when it overcomes him, 
but when Mr. Woodward charges me 
with dodging I remind him that he has 
done good dodging in his own day. 

“As to this proposed new charter, I 
want to say there is some of it that I 
favor and some I.am against. Il am op- 
posed to having more wards until we 
acquire additional territory. (Applause.) 
I am also opposed to having boards ap- 
pointed into whose hands the spending 
of the city’s money will be given exclu- 
svely. 1 think this matter should be 
vested in the men who are elected by the 
people. They can be held accountable to 
the people for their actions. Now, there 
is another thing, there’s too much pull- 
ing and hauling when a man becomes a 
candidate for city office. As soon as he 
announces he is immediately waited upon 
to ascertain who he favors for police 
commissioner. There seems to be more 
interest centered in the police commis- 
sioners than in anything else. 

Said It Was an Outrage. 

. “There are men on that board who, ‘@ 
electing men on the force, appear to serve 
their own personal desires rather than 
consider the interests of the city. It is 
getting to be a profession and it is an 
outrage! I have the name ot a police- 
man, who, so 1 am reliably informed, 
hag shown citizens on Decatur street a 
eard with the remark that, ‘You may 
need protection one of these days, and 
you want to vote for this man for may- 
or.” I know what police commissioner 
put that man on the force; I know why 
he was elected, and I'm going to tell all 
about it before this campaign is over.” 

He then went on to say that so far as 
the new charter was concerned he was in 
favor of letting the people vote on cbar- 
ter matters. He was of the opinion, 
however, that while some of the existing 
laws might be 'mproved upon, and needel 
change, yet he considered the majority 
well enough. No one, he stated, was 
more in favor of raising the salaries of 
teachers, firemen and policemen, than 
he. The cut in salaries, he said, was 
made about five years ago, when one of 
his opponents was a member of the fi- 
nance committee and “if that gentleman 
had ever done anything to restore the 
pay of city employees until he became 
a candidate”’ he had never heard of it. 

“I not only favor it,’’ he said, “but 
favor it in @ practical way.” He thought 
the $30,000 used in extending the Loyd 
street sewer might well have been spent 
for these purposes or in providing roam 
for children who wanted seats in school. 
He said the sewers ought to be built. 
and built so they would not empty their 
filth in any citizen’s yard, but beyond 
the city limits. 

The proper way to extend the sewers, 
and to improve the water works system, 
so that every tax payer in the city might 
have the advantage of water facilities, 
he said, was to issue bonds, because per- 
manent improvements would be enjoyed 
by posterity, who should share the bur- 
den of the cost. He did not favor a big 
bond issue, but just enough to accomplish 
the necessary work. The school question 
was an important one, he said, and thefe 
were many people who came to Atlanta 
for the express purpose of giving their 
children an ediucation. He considered it 
the city’s duty to provide every child with 
a seat in school, and to let no child grow 
up in ignorance for lack of school faci]- 
ities. 

“I am opposed to raising the tax 
rate,’’ declared Captain Howell, “I think 
it is high enough. Let’s find out if 
everybody is paying what he ought to, 
and when that evil is remedied no great- 
er tax will be needed. There seems to 
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béing for a eertain candidate because he 
favors the laboring man. I want to say 
that I have never paid a man a. cent 
less than he was worth, and I have al- 
ways been in favor of high wages be- 
cause that is the best medium of, induc- 
ing prosperity. and because it makes a 
town. (Cheers.) When I first announced 
for council, just after the war, they 
raised the question of eligibility on me. 
(Laughter.) That was in 1867,°and we 
went ahead and held our election. The 
town was then under martial rule. A 
committee was appointed and we went to 
General Polk, demanding local self-gov- 
ernment, and he recognized us and we 
had our election and were inducted into 
office. In that council was that gal- 
lant man, now dead, Dr. O'Keefe, who 
introduced the resolution which started 
our public school system. Under a reso- 
lution by my friend, Mr. Anthony Mur- 
phy, we got our water works system 
started. Then we subscribed liberally to 
the Richmond and Danville railroad. 
We never had any idea that it would 
ever get to Charlotte, but we had faith 
in the enterprise. We got it as far as 
Gainesville and broke. Work was con- 
tinued, however, and finally the road 
went to Charlotte. It added 10,000 peo- 
ple to this town's population and paid the 
city more than any other enterprise that 
had been undertaken. All this was done 
after they had said I wasn't eligible. 


Would Be Fair Election. 

'Prhis Is no new business to me; I've 
been ineligible before! (Laughter,.) But 
there is the same blood in my veins to- 
day as then, and I am possessed of the 
same energy that inspired me _ to 
do what I have tried to do before. In 
the event of my election I propose to do 
my best to give to every ward every- 
thing it is entitled to. I want to be 
mayor of the whole city. I have lived 
in this ward long before it was a ward 
of Atlanta—when it was an incorporated 
city in itself. It is regarded as the 
smallest ward, but I tell you it’s going 
to be the bfggest.”’ 

Captain Howell was warmly applauded 
at the conclusion of his remarks. Calls 
for ‘‘Rosser’”’ brought L. Z. Rosser to 
his feet. He said he had known Captain 
Howell for a number of years, and had 
always found him to be an honest, able 
citizen, willing to do all in his power 
to advance the best interests of the city. 
He stated Captain Howell had the fac- 
ulty of knowing what the city wanted 
and no one would doubt his desire to 
do right by the whole city. He declared 
he had no unkind word to say of either 
Mr. Johnson or Mr. Woodward, but the 
question was which was best for At- 
lanta’s mayor. He was of the opinion 
both the other candidates had made good 
officers, but he felt sure that Captain 
Howell’s work for the city entitled him 
to vote of the people. He declared 
that Mr. Johnson was running on a dry 
technicality concerning the question of 
eligibility and basing his whole cam- 
paign on that technicality. As chair- 
man of the sub-commmittee Mr. Rosser 
promised his hearers that the election 
would be a fair one. Mr. Rosser’s re- 
marks were cheered. 

Then W. R. Shropshire was called 
upon. He told several good stories and 
had his hearers in splendid good humor. 
Among other things he said he believed 
Captain Howell would be elected and 
he knew it was the duty of all present 
to work for his election. He said he 
remembered when Captain Howell was 
solicitor shortly after the war and suc- 
ceeded in insuring protection to the peo- 
ple of the city. 

“He stood shoulders above most men,” 
declared Mr. Shropshfre, ‘‘and he didn’t 
dodge. You could always put your fin- 
ger on him. He it was who saved your 
capitol from being transferred back to 
Milledgeville and he has ever done his 
best for this city and its people.” 

Dr. Nelms Speaks. 

After the applause had subsided some- 
what Sheriff Nelms was called upon, 
and when he stood up the cheering was 
deafening. 

“Tt is no news to you to know what 
Captain Howell has done for Atlanta,” 
said Dr. Nelms, “for that is history. I 
have known him a long time, and I have 
never known him to fail to respond when 
the interest of Atlanta was at stake. He 
followed the fortunes of this city from 
a chinquapin thicket to a city of $100,900 
inhabitants, and no one has done more 
for the town than the Hon. Evan P. 
Howell. He has always been true to his 
people. I'd vote for him for any office 
within the gift of the people, because 
his record is spotless and clean, and his 
character is unsuilied. i would consider 
it a great honor to be mayor of Atlanta, 
but if I was a candidate and I learned 
that Captain Howell wanted the place, 
I would get out of the race in his favor. 
He has done much to build up this town 
and in doing so he has made {ft possible 
for the working men to get good wages. 
I think it is Atlanta’s duty to elect 
him and I think she will.” 

Dr. Nelms spoke earnestly and elo- 
quently, and his remarks, wile brief, 
were pointed and applause greeted many 
of his statements. Forrest Adair was 
the next to speak. He declared it was 
the business of those present to elect 
Captain Howell mayor. He urged every- 
one who had not registered to do so be- 
fore the books closed and to take a per- 
sonal interest in the campaign. Mr. 
Adair made a clear-cut, business-like 
talk and was heartily applauded. He 
announced that Captain Howell would 
deliver the second speech of his campaigi 
at the chamber of commerce tomorrow 
evening and that on Friday night he 
would speak at Eubank’s hall in the 
First ward. After the meeting Captain 
Howell was congratulated upon his 
speech by many who attended,

COMMITTEE WILL REPORT 
ON PROPOSITION TODAY 


Reported That the Union Has In- 
creased by 36,000 Members and 
320 Local Unions Since the 
Last Convention—Mass 
Meeting Tonight. 


The convention of the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners, in ses- 
sion in Atlanta, at the morning session 
yesterday, started a movement to extend 
financial relief to the striking coal miners 
in the anthracite region in Pennsylvania. 

A resolution was introduced by S. J. 
Kent, of Lincoln, Nebr., authorizing the 
appropriation of $10,000 for that purpose. 
The resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions and a report will 
be made to the convention this morning. 
From the indications last nignt there is 
no doubt of a favorable report and the 
passage of the resolution by the conven- 
tion. 

There was some talk last night to the 
effect that the amount may be increased 
to $20,000. Numbers of the delegates fa- 
vor giving the miners this amount, and 
the increase may be advocated on the 
floor of the convention this morning, even 
if it is not reported by the committee. 
There seems to be little or no 
opposition to the move, and the dele- 
gates appear heartily in favor of aiding 
the striking miners to win their fight. 

The committee to which the resolution 
was referred is composed of the follow- 
ing: Eugene 8S. Odell, of New York city, 
chairman; John H. Clarke, of Philadel- 
phia; Charles J. Elsbach, of Greenwica, 
Conn.; Willard Hanson, of Broxton, 
Mass., and Harmon Wilde, of Milwau- 
kee. The committee met in executive 
session last night in the Kimball house 
to act on the resolution. 


Carpenters Much Interested. 

The delegates feel very much interested 
in the miners’ struggle and are desirous 
of assisting them as much as possible. 
The amount to be appropriated by the 
carpenters will be use# in providing the 
necessities of life for the miners and 
their families. ' 

It was learned last night that nearly 
$20,000 was raised in the city of Philadel- 
phia last week for the henefit of the 
strikers. Committees were appointed and 
were apportioned to certain districts of 
the city to solicit contributions. Members 
of the committees went from house to 
house and by the end of the week a fund 
of more than $10,000 had been realized. In 
bers of glass 
addition to this personal canvass, num- 
bers of glass jars were placed in public 
places and more than $5,000 went into 
these jars. 

The workingmen of Pennsylvania are 
working energetically for the miners and 
are striving to keep them plentifully sup- 
plied with funds while they battle to win 
their demands. There are in the neigh- 
borhood of 126,000 miners on strike in 
the anthracite region and a considerable 
amount of money is required to keep the 
fight in progress. 

Comvention Hears Reports. 

Both the morning and afternoon sessions 
yesterday were busy, but the miners’ res- 
olution wae the only matter of any spe- 


cial public interest. 

When the convention assembled yes- 
terday morning for the fifst busines ses- 
sion, the committee on credentials sub- 
mitted its report and the delegates were 
seated. The report of the committee on 
rules was‘then recelved, the committee 
fixing the rules to govern the convention. 
Under the rules the morning sessions are 
to continue from 8 until 12 o’clock and 
the afternoon sessions from 1:30 until 5 
o'clock. 

General President William D. Huber 
and General Secretary and Treasurer 
Frank Duffy submitted their reports of 
the work of the brotherhood for the 
past two years. Both reports were ex- 
haustive and dealt with all of the differ- 
ent details of the work. Mr. Duffy re- 
ported an increase of nearly 36,000 new 
members and 320 new local unfons during 
the past twelve months. His report 
showed that $1,000,000 has been paid out 
in sick benefits and that the brother- 
hood hus $130,000 in bank. The reports 
showed the organization to be in excel- 
lent condition. Each of the reports was 
referred to a committee of five. 

The committee on resolutions and a 
committee on organization was appoint- 
ed. George D. Galliard, of New York, 
is chairman of the committee on organ- 
ization. Several other resolutions affect- 
ing the brotherhood were introduced and 
were referred to the committee on reso- 
lutions. 

The constitution committee is expected 
to make its report this morning, in 
which a number of amendments to the 
constitution will be recommended. These 
proposed changes in the laws will arouse 
considerable discussion and it {fs ex- 
pected that four or five days will be re- 
quired to finish the report. The report 
of the committees on appeals and griev- 
ances and finance will next be received. 


Mass Meeting Tonight. 
Another mass meeting of workingmen 
and citizens of the city will be held 
tonight in the convention hall, 117 1-2 
Whitehall street. The ‘meeting is sched-

PAIR AND WARMER TODAY 


Forecast Indicates That It May Rain 
Tomorrow. 


CROP CONDITIONS FOR WEEK 


While Prevailing Conditions Were 
Extremely Unfavorable to Cotton 
Minor Crops Were Benefited. 


The weather forecast for today is fair 
and warmer with prospects of rain to- 
morrow. , 

In reporting temperatures, climatic con- 
ditions and crop indications for the past 
week in the Georgia section, Forecaster 
Marbury states that for the week ending 
Monday the prevailing conditions were 
extremely unfavorable to cotton. The 
staple was damaged by the rains and the 
picking was retarded. During certain pe- 
riods picking was rushed, but planters 
were further handicapped in this connec- 
tion by a scarcity of labor. This was 
particularly true in the southern part 
of the gtate. 

The crop is one-half to two-thirds open 
in the majority of districts, and is fully 
two-thirds picked in many middle and 
southern counties and is being ginned ang 
marketed rapidly. Plants are reported 
entirely dead in scattered localities from 
rust, and the second growth seems to 
be practically a complete failure. The 
bolls are small and the staple generally 
poor, and a gehort yield througnout the 
entire state is indicated. 

Heavy rains fell over large areas of 
the state in the early part of the week 
and scattered showers fell on September 
12. The latter part of the week was cool, 
with a few light frosts in exposed 1!o- 
calities in the extreme north, but no 
damage was reported. These frosts, 
while light, are rather exceptional] ac- 
cording to the records at this period of 
the month. 

Minor crops have been benefited by the 
rains and some fall plowing and seeding 
has been done. Much of this work has 
been hindered by the efforts of farmers 
and planters to efploy all of the labor 
available in rushing the picking of the 
cotton, which is reported as being gen- 
erally open at this time. 

Bottom land corn is being gathered in 
good condition, but corn in the uplands 
was very generally burned up by the 
long drought preceding the late rains. 
Rice harvesting is in progress and the hay 
crop is generally good.

Convention Gossip. 

A communication will be presented to 
the convention from the Brotherhood of 
Painters, Decorators and Paperhangers 
of America appealing for some action on 
the part of the carpenters to stop the 
discrimination of one national union 
against another national union. 

According to the communication, it 
seems that the Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Cabinet Makers, of New York 
city, have been fighting the Brotherhood 
of Painters, Decorators and Paperhang- 
ers. It is stated that they have re- 
fused to work on buildings, served no- 
tices on buildng contractors and owners 
that employment of members of that 
organzation or that contracts given to 
bosses or firms friendly to the members 
of the national organization would cause 
a suspension of all of the trades em- 
ployed in the construction of any build- 
ing upon which the carpenters and other 
trades were employed. The communica- 
tion is signed by J. C. Bahlhorn, gen- 
eral president, and M. P, Carrick, gen-' 
eral secretary and treasurer of the Broth- 
erhood of Painters, Decorators and Pa- 
perhangers. 


An important matter to come before 
the convention will be an effort to re- 
organize and enlarge the general execu- 
tive board. It is said that such a move 
is necessary, owing to the increase in 
the membership of the national organi- 
gation. The idea of the enlargement 
of the board is to give the south, and, 
in fact, the whole country, more repre- 
sentation. At present the territory from 
Maryland to Texas is under direction of 
only ong man, who resides at Galveston. 
This is considered too much territory. for 
one member to handle, and it is the 
intention to relieve this situation, 


The Atlanta convention is the largest 
and most auspicious ever held by the 
carpenters’ organization. There are about 
400 delegates in attendance, while at pre- 
vious conventions of the body, it is 
stated, the average number of delegates 
in attendance was 150. It is believed the 
present session will accomplish good re- 
suits for the labor movement in the 


south.

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COUNCIL VOTES ON 
LIGHT GRANT TODAY 


Adjourned Session Will Be Held at 3 
O'Clock This Afterneon. 


MANY AMENDMENTS ARE UP 


Alderman Welch Proposes To Re- 
strict the Franchise to 21 Years, 
While Councilman Key 
Would Provifie for Own- 
ership by: City. 


Council will meet in adjourned session 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon, and a lively 
time is expected, as the ogly matter up 
for consideration is the proposed or- 
dinance designed to grant the Atlanta 
Electric Company a franchise. 

The paper came up during the regular 
meeting Monday, but final action was 
postponed until today. A number of 
amendments were proposed by various 
members of council, and the adoption or 
rejection of these will doubtless con- 
Sume the greater portion of the meet- 
ing this afternoon. 

The electric light committee, to which 
was referred the application of the new 
company for a franchise, made a favor- 
able report and recommended that a 
thirty-year grant be made. The company 
was also required to pay to the city a 
percentage of its gross receipts, 


Percentage Tax Recommended. 

The rate of percentage tax favored by 
the committee was as follows: 

‘For the first three years, beginnin 
with the first Monday tn July, 1904, and 
ending first Monday in July, 1907, 1 per 
centum per annum. of said receipts; for 
the twenty years following the period 
just named, beginning with first Monday 
in July, 1907, and en ing with first Mon- 
day in July, 1927, 2 per centum per annum; 
and, thereafter, 3 per centum per annum 
of said receipts; provided, however, that 
the receipts upon which the above per- 
centages are to be calculated shall be con- 
fined to and ry business done within 
the Hmits of the county of Fulton and 
to such business done by said Atlanta 
Electric Company without the limits of 
the city of Atlanta as comes into com- 
petition with Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company or any other company lo- 
cated within the limits of the city of 
Atlanta that does business without said 
limits, and upon the gross receipts of 
whose business there fs fixed a percentage 
charge by the ordinance of the city.” 

When the paper came up for the first 
time, several weeks ago, it was held uD 
until the next regular meeting—which 
was held Monday—for the purpose of per- 
mitting the members of council] to famil- 
iarize themselves with the report of the 
committee on electric lights. To that 
end the city clerk Supplied each mem- 
ber of the general. body with a copy of 
the proposed ordinance. 

At the former meeting Councilman John 
C. Reed, who is a member of the light 
committee, offered an amendment to the 
effect that the new company should pay 
the sane percentage rate as the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, at the 
same time that concern was paying on its 
gross receipts to the city. 

Many Amendments Offered. 

During Monday’s meeting no less than 
seven amendments to the ordinance were 
offered, one of the most important being 
that by Alderman Welch seeking to limit 
the grant to twenty-one years. Other 
amendments required the new company to 
pay an ad valorem tax on its properties 
—inside and outside the city—in addition 
to the tax on gross receipts, and give a 
large bond to guarantee the construction 
and operation of the plant. 

Decidedly the most interesting amend- 
ment was that by Councilman Key, which 
looked to municipal ownership of the 
electric light -plant. 

The Key amendment is as follows: 

‘Be it resolved by the mayor and gen- 
eral council, That the ordinance report- 
ed by the committee on electric lights, 
telegraphs, and telephones, on petition 
of Atlanta Electric Company be amend- 
ed by adding thereto the following 
amendment:— 

“The foregoing grants and privileges to 
the Atlanta Electric Company are made 
upon the further condition that, at any 
time during the last year thereof, to 
wit, in the vear 1933, the city of Atlanta 
shall have the right and privilege to ac- 
quire the physical structures, plant and 
properties of said electric company at 
a price to be’ fixed by arbitration. The 
city shall appoint one arbitrator, the 
safd electric company shall select an- 
other, and the two arbitrators so chosen 
shall select a third. The three men so 
chosen shall constitute a board of ar- 
bitration and shall be empowered to fix 
a price or value upon the physical struc- 
tures, plant and properties of said elec- 
tric company. and the city shall have the 
rrivilege and right to take possession 
of, hold and operate said pronerties. upon 
the pavment. or tender of the price or 
value fixed as ahove provided. Should 
the arbitrators selected hy the city and 
said electric companv fail to areree unon 
a third arhitrator, within ten davs after 
a femand for arbitration is made 
upon said electric company bv the citv. 
then the judge of the superior court of 
Fulton countv shall nominate such third 
arbitrator. Said judge shall have like 
rower to nominate an arbitrator for anid 
electrie comn7§. if it shonvld. within 
ten days after formal demand for arhi- 
fration, fall or refuse to annoint an ar- 
Hitrator in its own hehalf. and the ar- 
hitrator so chosen shall he reenenized 
and accented as renresentinge aeqid elec. 
trie eompany itn the board of arbitra- 
tare«.’’ 

The rithte conferred vunon the efte in 
this amendment are to be exercised or 
not at the option of the city, and the 
results of the arbitration are to be ac- 
cepted by the city, or not, as shall be 
determined by the mayor and general 
council. 

It is expected that a lively fight will 
be made on some of the amendments, 
and that the debate will consume con- 
siderable time. The franchise matter its 
the only one scheduled for this after- 
noon, the consideration of the report 
of the charter revision committee's hav- 
ing. gone over until the next regular 
meeting of council—which will be held 
October 6. 


National League Magnates. 


New York, September 16.—The Na- 
tional League magnates met in confer- 
ence here today and adjourned tonight 
without having decided upon any definite 
plan of action for the future, as regards 
the American League situation. The ab- 
sence of Frank de H. Robison, of St. 
Louis, and James Hart, of Chicago, is 
said to have blocked whatever action 
was to be considered. John T. Brush 
announced that another conference would 
be held September 24, at which both Mr. 
Robison and Mr. Hart would be present.

Jarnagin asked me to be- 
come a member of the committee,’’ said 
Mr. Wilson, ‘I consented, I have abso- 
lutely no feeling in the matter and was 
never notified of the existence of another 
committee. In view of the fact, how- 
ever, that my place on the commitiee 


has been questioned I have dropped out 
because I have no desire to hinder the 
work in any way.”

John H. Peoples Files Application for 
Writ of Habeas Corpus. 


CHILDREN WITH THEIR. AUNT 


Peoples Claims Mrs. Sallie Snider Is 
Holding the Two Children Ille- 
gally—Hearing Tomorrow. 


John H. Peoples yesterday afternoon 
petitioned Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the 
Superior court, to issue a writ of habeas 
corpus giving him the contro! and’ cus- 
tody of his two children, whom he al- 
leges are now in the possession of their 
aunt, Mrs. Sallie Snider, of 62 Walton 
street. 

Peoples claims that he has demanded 
the children, but that Mrs. Snider re- 
fuses to part with them. The petition 
States that the wife of Peoples died sev- 
eral years ago and that after her death 
Peoples left the children temporarily 
with Mrs. Snider at her request. The 
children are Sallie May Peoples, 11 years 
of age, and Flora Lee Peoples, 7 years 
of age. 

Peoples alleges that a year or more 
ago Mrs. Snider requested fim in writ- 
ing to relinquish his parental control and 
custody of the children, but that this 
he declined to do, stating that if she 
did not desire to keep them temporarily 
he would care for them himself. He 
asserts that he has never relinquished 
parental control of the children, but 
that he has been contributing regularly 
to their support. He states that he is 
now married a second time and is pre- 
pared to care for the children, 

Judge Lumpkin set the case for a 
hearing tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock, 
at which time Mrs. Snider is ordered 
to produce the children in court. At- 
tcrney Sidney C. Tapp represents Peo- 
ples. ' ; 

Habeas Corpus Writ Denied. 

An unsuccessful effort was made yes- 
terday afternoon to secure the release 
by writ of habeas corpus of Bill Hol- 
comb, a negro arrested’ here on a war- 
rant from Hart county. The petition 
for the writ was filed by Jennie Hol- 
comb, wife of the prisoner. 

Judge J. 11. Lumpkin heard the appli- 
cation yesterday afternoon and denied 
the writ. It was claimed that the de- 
tention of Holcomb in the Fulton county 
jail is illegal, as the warrant for his 
arrest sets out no crime under the laws 
of Georgia and fails to mention the date 
on which the al‘eged crime was com- 
mitted. Holcomb is charged with a 
trivial offense,

INSPECTION TOUR 


Western Union Party Is Going Over 
Southern Territory. 


BUSY SEASON IS PREDICTED 


They Will Remain in Atlanta Two 
Days, After Which They Will 
Visit Augusta, Savannah, 
Jacksonville and Other 
Southern Points. 


‘“There’s going to be more business done 
in the south in the next five years than 
in any other portion of the country.” 

This is from Electrica] Engineer J. C. 
Barclay, of New York city, one of the 
party of Western Union Telegraph offi- 
cials that arrived from Birmingham at 
10:30 o'clock last evening. 

“And Atlanta as the gateway city,” he 
added, “is certainly going to get her 
share. She usually does when there is 


anything booming in the business world. 
/'The fron 


industrv that is going to be 
developed will be ahead of anything to 
be found in the United States. I’m not 
the only one that feels this way about the 
south. I have found any number of north- 
ern men on our trip down here and they 
have come down with their pockets full 
of money. I believe that the opportunities 
in the south are greater than anywhere 
else, and they evidently feel the same 
way about it and a great many more are 


coming. 

“Another thing, the Panama canal is 
going to help this part of the country 
more than any other and—well] there is no 
use to enumerate advantages that have 
been named again and again. We are 
down here for the purpose of looking over 
all our property and instituting improve- 
ments for tne very best facilities pos- 
sible. You see the telegraph company is 
sort of a barometer in forecasting busi- 
nes predictions. When men are prosper- 
ous they do a great deal more telegraph- 
ing than they do when they are not. They 
are increasing their demands for more 
lines down here and we mean to be ready 
to do the wiggest amount of business down 
here in the next five years in the history 
of our company.”’ 

Taiked Politics Incognito. 

Another member of the party was ap- 
proached by The Constitution reporter 
just as he was leaving the private car 
“Electric.” 

“Now, you don’t Know my name,” he 
said, ‘‘and just because you don’t I am 
going to tell you something that may 
interest the people of this part of the 
country. As you know, we have just 
come trom Birmingham and they were 
having a convention over there—a re- 
publican convention with the ‘coai blacks’ 
all on the outside. That is, to my mind, a 
step in the right direction and 1 am 
very giad to hear that it is reported that 
a similar move is being made in Georgia. 
They coul@én't do any better than to fol- 
low suft. it rather opens @ man's eyes 
when he comes down here and sees north- 
ern theories put in practice that would 
not be tolerated for one moment where 
the theory is born. I believe that a good 
white man’s republican party would be 
of great benefit to the south and I don’t 
think that anything can ever be done 
until the colored man is eliminated as a 
factor. Now, goodby, and don't try to 
tind out my name, tor i don't care w be 
quoted, altnough it did my heart good to 
see the stand that the men were taking 
over there in Alabama.’

company, with headquarters in New York 
city; Biectricai Engineer Barclay, whose 
territory extends from Londun across the 
Atlantic to the Pacilic coast; C. H. Bris- 
tol, general superintendent of construc- 
tion, New York; 8. R. Crowder, electrica] 
engineer for the southern division, Rich- 
gnond, Va.; C. M. Dugan, superintendent 
of telegraph of the lilinois Centra) rail- 
road system; C. D. Sherman, 
foreman of the New York service;.C. E. 
Raifford, secretary to the officials, and J. 
M. Stephens, superintendent of the locai 
division, Atlanta. G. L. Lang, superinten- 
dent of telegraph of the Cincinnati South- 
ern, joined the party at Birmingham and 
will continue with them on their trip 
south.

Atlanta, September 16.—Cotton: Cables to- 
day intimated a better feeling in evidence in 
the English market, but it was useless to 
advertise this fact, as the records proved it. 
Deliveries abroad were elevated about 6 points, 
while spots rose |-32d with sales of 7,000 
bales. In some instances this improvement 
was ascribed to a rumor that Neill would 
estimate the crop at 10,250,000 bales, but 
a close observation or investigation would 
probably reveal the fact that it was caused 
by a moderation of southern offerings and not 
artificial influence. A firmness developed 
promptly on the opening, which was further 
stimulated when the weekly bureau failed to 
report any improvement in the prospects for 
the past week, but on the contrary tending to 
confirm indications of a very unsatisfactory 
yield, The advance naturally created the temp- 
tation to realize profits and frequent fluctua- 
tions resulted, but the wunderotne held. firm 
throughout the session. It is now obvious 
that traders are in a large measure con- 
strained to exercise conservatism, which the 
large movement and unsettled money situation 
duly commands, and the market is doubt- 
less healthier for this reason. We advise cau- 
tion on advances, but think cotton to be bougnt 
on every break for higher prices. 

Stocks—Money hovered around [2 per cent 
during the greater part of the day, and at 
this figure most of the loans were effected. 
The rally in our prices yesterday afternoon 
failed to attract the London market for Amer- 
ican stocks as they were on a fractional de- 
cline. The features in our market were Bal- 
timore and Ohio, Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific. Among the lower priced tssued Wis- 
consin Central was the feature on rumors that 
purchases for control were being conducted 
in that stock. There was a marked weak- 
ness in Metropolitan, for which there was no 
accountable reason. The ordinary reduction in 
the rates for money took place in the after- 
noon, but it had no decided influences upon 
the market, which remained dull with consid- 
erable regularity. The railways, which had 
been firm early in the day, became somewhat 
reactionary with the trading entirely profes- 
sional, and the movement in prices were about 
as insignificant as possible. 

Wheat proved more active today than corn 
The feature was the selling of September wheat 
to exporting houses by the elevator interesté 
and buying of December wheat as hedges 
against their selling.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, September 16.—The tension of 
the money market was somewhat relaxed to- 
day and etocks responded with a straggling 
recovery, but the repressive effect of the 
money situation was demonstrated by the sub- 
sidence of activity in thé market, the volume 
of dealings falling below half a million shares 
for the first time in’ several weeks. Late 
yesterday it became known that $2,500,000 of 
gold in transit from South Africa to London 
bad been secured for New York. This failet 
to reassure sentiment immediately and prices 
of stocks declined during the morning. St. 
Paul, Louisville and Nashville, Reading, Nor- 
folk and Western and Wabash fell a point or 
over, when an opening money rate of 13 per 
cent was reported. A relapse to -10 per cent 
was followed by a rally, and the rate fell to 
6 per cent in the afternoon. Recoveries were 
general and the Gould stocks, the Wisconsin 
Central issues, Amalgamated Copper and some 
of 'the independént steel} companies were no- 
tably strong. The report of an additional ship- 
ment of $1,250,000 in gold from Australia, of 
$1,000,000 from London tomorrow and of the 
arrival at San Francisco today of a $700,000 
installment helped to reassure sentiment. There 
was a prompt recovery itn sterling exchange 
in response to the gold engagement, and dis- 
count rates hardened !n London and Berlin, 
following yesterday's lead by Paris. Further 
gold imports were thereby rendered un- 
profitable. The conviction grows that foreign 
gold supplies must be looked to for relief of 
the New York market. In this connection, it 
is interesting that the great foreign reserve 
banks are well equipped to meet such a de- 
mand.

ensuing year, as was predicted in The 
Constitution several days ago. 

Manager John 8S. Camefon, of the Sun 
Life of Canada, was elected vice presi- 
dent, and Manager James R. Nutting, 
of the Provident Savings, was made sec- 
retary. The new executive committee is 
composed of Manager Robert L. Fore- 
man, of the Equitable; Manager Clarence 
Angier, of the Mutual Benefit; Manager 
John D. Pickett, of the Massachusetts 
Mutual; Manager J. J. Coggins, of the 
Manhattan, and Manager L. J. Haas, of 
the Travelers. Manager R. F. Shedden, 
of the Mutual Life, is also a member, be- 
ing the latest ex-president. 

The following gentlemen were elected 

as delegates to the annual meeting of the 
National Life ‘Underwriters’ Association, 
which occurs in Cincinnati on October 15: 
R. F. Shedden, Clarence Angier, J. R. 
Nutting, J. S. Cameron and T. H. Daniel; 
alternates, W. Woods White, John M. 
Green, R. L. Foreman, John D. Pickett 
and R. H. Plant. 
'.Major Peters, the new president, was 
one of the chief factors in the organiza- 
tion of the association and was president 
during 1892 and 1893. He has always been 
an enthusiastic member of the associa- 
tion. Last year he acted as secretary. 


His Long Experience. 

President Peters entered the life insur- 
ance business in 1865 as an agent for the 
old Piedmont in Alabama. ‘He was after- 
wards given quite. a large territory in 
Alabama for the New York Life and 
the Liverpool, London, and Globe, which 
were then under the management of Gen- 
eral Joseph E. Johnston and Major Liv- 
ingston Mims. | 

Major Peters continued in. the service 
of the New York Life until] 1886, when he 
became southern manager for the Wash- 
ington Life. This he held until 189%. Dur. 
ing his management the Washington won 
greater prestige than it had ever before 
enjoyed in this section. So closely was 
Major Peters identified with the interests 
of.the company that it has been said that 
policy holders, when asked ag to their 
insurance, have said: 

“Oh, I forget the name, but it’s In Pe- 
ters’ company and it’s all right.” 

In 1895 Major Peters received the man- 
agement of the southern department of 
the Mutual Fire of New York, and wisna- 
ing to devote his entire time to it, gave 
over the management of the Washing- 
ton to other hands.

It was Major Peters’ intention to fe- 
tire from active insurance life after his 
resignation as manager for the Green- 
wich, but yielding to persistent urging 
on the part of the officials of the Wash- 
ington Life he again took charge of that 
company’s southern department, and is 
today at its head. 

Major Peters is one of the leading in- 
surance men of the south. He was at 
one time secretary of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association, and made as great a 
success as an association official as he 
does as a manager. Under him the Geor- 
gia Association of Life Insurers will en- 
joy an active administration and will 
doubtless Rave one of the most successful 
years in its history. 


The thirty-third session of the national 
convention of insurance commissioners 
will be held at Columbus, Ohio, September 
23-25. A feature of the meeting will be 
addresses by President John A. McCall, 
of the New York Life, and President 
James W. Alexander, of the Equitable. 
It is hardly possible that Georgia will be 
represented at the meeting, as just at 
that time the officials of the insurance de- 
partment will be very busy compiling 
their annual report to the legislature.

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Chattanooga, Tenn., September 16.— 
Chancellor McConnell today dissolved the 
injunction obtained against the Southern 
League in the Memphis case, the disso- 
lution being effective tomorrow morn- 
ing.

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The following from a New York paper 
indicates that the National is having 
something of an up-hill fight in its effort 
to put the American to the bad:

Spirit of Investigation. 


American Medicine: Another claim 
which Mr. Rockefeller’s expert made in 
favor of Boston as the site of a great 
medical school was the genera] point of 
view prevailing there. it was claimed 
that in certain cities the dominant idea 
of the students graduated had been to 
establish a large practice as early as pos- 
sible, while in Boston there had been a 
marked desire for scientific work in recent 
years which had taken the precedence 
of the desire to make money. As a fre- 
sult there is a large popwiation of well 
trained scientific observers, enthusiastic 
men who are desirious and able to pur- 
sue scientific investigations and who have 
been trained as investigators and teach- 
ers, and not as practitioners. These in- 
vestigators must be discovered. They 
cannot be made. it must not be sup- 
posed, however, that the Harvard Medical 
school is mainly devoted.to the train- 
ing of investigators as distinguished 
from practitioners. About % per cent of 
the graduates become practitioners and 
only 1 per cent or Z per cent are capable 
of becoming original investigators. The 
best of these are taken on the teaching 
staff, or are called to similar positions in 
other schools. In this way the best ideas 
are spread over the country, and one 
teacher thus trained may in the end do 
more good for the community by increas- 
ing knowledge and the power to use it
